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1. Chinese Communist troops in Tibet consist of the 52 Division, 18 Army, 
2 Field Army, under the command of CLANG Xuo-hual and political commissar 
T'AN Kuan-san (28 4% 2 ). These troops reached Lhasa on 25 Uotober and 
made a formal entrance to the city on the morning of 26 October. 


2, A total of about 12,000 troops enterad Tibet: approximately 19,000 infantry 
soldiers, one battalion of army engineers, one animal transport battalion, 
ana one coolie transport battalion. in addition, 50 technicians, including 
toalecommunications specialists, survey parties, geologists, and specialists 
on cultural, propaganda and frarty affairs, acvompanied the troops to Tibet. 


%. EHefore the troops entered Tibet the read headquarters of the 18 Army moved 
from Chiaagtu to lsich’ang (102-18, 27-53), additional troops were being 
sent to Ssuta (8, 3%) ® and Shihtu ($5-52, 30-49), Advance units of army 
cogineers who are to build the Sikang-Tibet highway haa reaghed Alanto 
(94-16, 30-41) by the end of Yotober 1951. 


4. After the arrival of the 18 army in Tibet the Chinese Comuunists planned to 
carry out the following measures, which were scheduled for completion by 
March 19652:
